BC recycling 
site receiving 
unwanted items 


The Charlevoix County Re- 
cycling Committee is asking 
that folks make a few adjust- 
ments to their drop-off prac- 
tices at the Boyne City recy- 
cling drop site, located on 
Beardsley Street. 

According to committee 
member Michelle Hewitt, one 
major problem is the fact that 
the site is “getting a lot of col- 
ored glass and containers. 
We’re not supposed to be tak- 
ing it.” 

The site is only authorized 
to take clear glass recyclables. 
Likewise, styro-foam and plas- 
tic grocery bags are problems. 
The site does not take any 
styrofoam, Hewitt said, and the 
plastic grocery bags are not ac- 
cepted; only plastic jugs and 
bottles. 

The committee has seen a 
rise in folks dropping off of- 
fice paper, as well, after it was 
announced that the Emmet 
County Recycling station (to 
which the Charlevoix County 
recyclables are taken for pro- 
cessing) is accepting office 
paper. That did not mean, how- 
ever, that the Boyne City site 
is approved for the drop-off of 
that paper. 

“We have not been autho- 
rized by Emmet County to ac- 
cept office paper,” Hewitt said, 
who added that she expects 
that eventually, the site. will 
accept the paper. ““We’ll make 
an announcement when we 
make that change,” she said. 

Other.than those few sticky 
areas, though, Hewitt said that 
“people are doing a wonderful 
‘job of participating.” 

The Boyne City site accepts 
only the following recyclables: 
newspapers and-magazines/ 
catalogs; clear glass bottles and 
jars; tin and aluminum cans, 
foils and trays; and #1.(PETE) 
~ and #2 (HDPE) plastic bottles - 

andjugs.

was then arrested and later lodged in_ 
_the Charlevoix County Jail.

Let it 
snow 


= Doubts about 
winter’s arrival 
buried under four 
feet of white stuff 


After a long December of wonder- 
ing whether or not northern Michigan 
would enjoy a white Christmas, win- 
ter finally showed its true colors, ar- 
riving full force on Christmas Eve 
day, dumping mounds of the fluffy 
white stuff all over the area. 

Meteorologist Jeff Zoltowski of the 
National Weather Service in Gaylord 
estimates that Boyne City has seen 
about 50 inches of snow since the 
Sunday prior to Christmas, a guess 
that he admits may be “‘a tiny bit con- 
servative.” 

The closest official observer for the 
weather service, in Petoskey, has re- 
ported 75 inches of snow in that area 
since the storm began. 

While forecasters had predicted a 
possible winter storm in time for 
Christmas, the amount and duration 
of the snowfall have far exceeded any 
expectations. 

“It's very rare for us to get that 
much lake effect [snow].” Zoltowski 
said. “Usually the wind wavers at 
least a little bit. which keeps the same 
area from getting snow constantly.” 
Not so in recent days, as a consistent 
west-southwest wind has blown 
steadily across Lake Michigan putting 
the emphasis on the Little Traverse 
Bay region, which stretches from 
Pellston on down, tying into the 
Boyne City-East Jordan area. 

A change in the jet stream was an- 
ticipated to bring snow to the area 
eventually, but no one had predicted 
the heavy snow the area saw. 

“We've had a very strong upper 
level disturbance parked over Ontario 
and Quebec since last week,” 
Zoltowski said. “That's really made 
the situation a Jot more potent than 
our more typical lake effect snow.” 

The sudden heavy snow couldn’t 
have been a more welcome sight at 
Boyne Mountain resort in Boyne 
Falls, where staffers and skiers alike 
have waited with baited breath as the 
first of December came and went 
without a snowflake in sight. Accord- 
ing to Boyne Mountain general man- 
ager Ed Grice, the resort's Dec. 22

Ringing in the Ne 


Whether you rang in the new year at a big, noisy 
party or quietly at home watching the ball drop on 
television, New Year’s is, perhaps, the most straight- 
forward and universal of celebrations. The holiday 
itself, however, holds a complex history, and takes a 
variety of forms around the world. 


HISTORY 

The celebration of New Year’s itself is perhaps one 
of the oldest holiday celebrations in the world, dating 
back by some accounts to ancient Babylon, about 4,000 
years ago. Around 2,000.BC, Babylonians celebrated 
the New Year at the first visible crescent of the first 
New Moon.after the Vernal Equinox (or first-day of 
spring), a logical extension of the “rebirth” associated 
with the spring season. The Babylonian New Year 


. celebration is said to have lasted 11 days, each day 
-with its own niode of celebration. Later, the Romans 
continued to celebrate the New Year in late March, 
but through the meddling of various emperors, the. 


calendar changed drastically over the years, culminat- 
ing in the 12- sie eae 365 day calendar we currently 


“use. 


Of course,, the date of Jan. 1 as the Genii ‘of the 


onéw year is only Tecognized: by those of us using the 
' 365-day. solar calendar established in the sixteenth 


century by Pope Gregory XIII, based on the Julian 


calendar created by none other than Roman emperor 
Julius Caesar. The month was named after Janus, the 
Roman god of beginnings and the guardian of doors 
and entrances. 

For those cultures using a lunar calendar, such as 
the Chinese, the new year begins at the time of the 
first full moon after the-sun enters Aquarius, some- 
time in late January to mid-February. The Jewish New 
Year, Rosh Hashanah, is celebrated on the first two 
days of the Jewish calendar’s first month, Tishri, which 
falls in September or October. And the Islamic year 
last only 354 days, with no adjustments for teap year, 
meaning that the first month of the Islamic calendar, 
Muharram, is not in the same'season every year. 


HOLIDAY SYMBOLS AND TRADITIONS 

Most modern Americans would recognize the sym- 
bol of the Baby New Year as:a traditional holiday 
image. A practice begun in Greece around 600 B.C., 
the image of the baby was centered around the cel- 
ebration of Dionysus, the Greek god of wine, which 


_ the Greeks would mark by. parading a baby in a bas- 


ket, representing the annual rebirth of that god as the 
spirit of fertility. .

opening was the latest in their history, beating out the 
Dec. 18 opening in the winter of 1999. 

Late last week, the Mountain was running with about 
90 percent of runs and lifts open, with crews in the pro- 
cess of making snow in the Superbowl area. Grice pre- 
dicted that by this week, those areas would be open 
and the resort would be up and running at 100 percent. 

Not only has the snowfall been appreciated, but the 
consistent colder temperatures are just what the doctor 
ordered for good snowmaking. “It’s cold enough to 
make wonderful snow,” Grice said. As the outlook for 
continued snow and cold are favorable, conditions, he 
said, “have been perfect.” : 

“Santa did good,” Grice said. ‘‘He talked to Mother 
Nature, and we’re all set.” 

Snowmobilers, too, are taking full advantage of the 
snow now that area trails are open and being groomed. 
While conditions in many areas are very good, it’s still 
early enough in the season for sledders to see big fluc- 
tuations in snow quantity and quality. According to 
Gary Roberts of the Charlevoix County Snowmobile 
Council, in the approximately 75 miles of trail the coun- 
cil maintains, “it’s mindboggling how those conditions 
change in [the space of] five miles.” 

The Jordan Valley Trail, Roberts said, “is in very good 
condition, it’s packed down ... {with a] good base.” The 
rest of the trails are in fair condition, and with the con- 
tinued snowfall, should continue to improve. There is 
still a need to ride with care, however, said Roberts. 
“The ground is not frozen,” he said. “We had all that 
warm weather and then the snow came. [Snowmobilers] 
need to be cautious.” 

The trend of wintery weather continued through Mon- 
day and Tuesday of this week, with scattered lake ef- 
fect snow continuing to cover the area throughout New 
Year’s Eve and New Year’s Day. By the end of the 
week, though, Zoltowski said that the weather pattern 
will begin to change, getting “away from the really 
heavy lake effect snow.” Looking to the weekend the 
area may be seeing light snowfall, but without any major 
systems in play, a break from the heavy lake effect snow 
could be in sight.

ing New Year's celebrations is the singing of Auld Lang 
Syne, a song at least partially written by Scottish poet 
Robert Burns in the 1700s. Early variations of the song 
were sung prior to 1700, inspiring Burns to pen the mod- 
ern rendition. The title, “Auld Lang Syne,” translates 
to “old long ago,” or “the good old days.” 

Perhaps the most common tradition is that of mak- 
ing New Year's Resolutions. The practice is one that 
dates back to the early New Year's celebrations of the 
Babylonians. While popular modern resolutions include 
things like weight loss or quitting smoking, one of the 
most popular of the early Babylonian resolutions was, 
apparently, to return borrowed farm equipment. 


CELEBRATIONS AROUND THE WORLD 

Though the dates and seasons may differ, the com- 
monality is the celebration of a new beginning. While 
noisemaking, by means of shouting, cheering, fire- 
works, or party favors, is fairly universal, rooted in 
ancient practices meant to drive away evil spirits, many 
nations and cultures have their own specific way of 
welcoming the new year. 

In Austria, for example, the types of foods consumed 
have special meaning. Pork is a traditional favorite, as 
a pig roots forward, while lobster is traditionally 
avoided, as it moves backwards. 

In England and other British countries, the “first- 
footer,” or the first person to set foot in the house in the 
new year, will determine the luck of the year. In some 
countries, it has been historically considered particu- 
larly lucky if that visitor happened to be a tall dark man. 

The Dutch welcome the new year by eating donuts, 
because the shape of a ring is considered good luck, 
symbolizing coming full circle and completing a year’s 
cycle. 

Black-eyed peas and other legumes have long been 
considered good luck in many cultures, and so are con- 
sumed at New Year’s along with pork, considered lucky 
because the hog symbolizes prosperity. Cabbage is also 
a culinary symbol of good luck, the leaves of which are 
representative of paper money and thus, prosperity. 

An interesting custom originating in Germany is the 
use of onions to predict the weather for the New Year. 
Six onions are cut in half, and then the cut side of each 
is salted. Left alone for a time, the onions are later 
examined to predict the weather, with each half repre- 
senting one month of the year. Onions on which the 
salt has dissolved are concluded to be wet months, while 
those on which the salt still sits are expected to be dry, 

Food comes into play for New Year’s celebrations in 
Spain, as well, where folks consume 12 grapes at mid- 
night, one for each month, to bring money luck for the 
year. 

No matter how you ring in the New Year, though, the 
intent is the same -- to celebrate all the possibilities of 
a new beginning.
